DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to the communication filed on 1 2/08/201 1 . 
Claims 1,12,14,15-35 are pending. Claims 1,12,13,15,18-24,29-35 were amended . 
Claims 2-1 1 and 13 were cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,12,14,15-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claiml is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails particularly disclose: " means for assigning and then 
sending a unique first node identifier (ID) to the first node, wherein the unique first node 
ID is assigned and sent in response to a request from the first node for an identity 
assignment, and wherein a first virtual private network (VPN) is provisioned by the 
apparatus for unique first node ID and an association between the first VPN and the 
unique first node ID is maintained by the apparatus means for receiving a packet from 
the first node, said packet including the unique first node ID and routing information for 
routing said packet to a destination address associated with the second node". It is 
noted the closest prior art, Beser disclose having a system and method for allocating IP 
address for network devices using dynamic host configuration protocol (DHCP) wherein 
the DCHP server returns the requested IP every time the IP address is requeste. Beser 
further disclose having a telephony remote access concentrator (TRAC) generating IP

address for cable modems whereby the client identifier is a function of the IP address. 
Beser also teach the IP address are sent are sent to the cable modems. 
However , Besser and Ekstrom et al. fail to disclose or render obvious the above 
limitations as claimed.
